Today, alphabetically 
and otherwise, Aqueduct is the 
country's A-No. 1 race course. 
It is also one of the oddest 
from the standpoint of finan­ 
cial organization.

Aqueduct was literally built 
on integrity. "We had $1000 
capital and the names of the 
20 trustees on which ye were 
able to borrow $63 million 
from the banks," say John VV. 
II a n e a, chairman of t li e 
board. About half of the loan 
was used to buy the existing 
New York tracks; (lie remain*

Times Square, Aqueduct .in its 
first year has broken all rec­ 
ords for attendance and pari- 
muteul handle, and crowds of 
70,000 are handled comfort­ 
ably. Aqueduct's 66-day inau­ 
gural meeting produced about 
half of the $36,000,000 in pari- 
mutuel revenue New York 
State derived from Thorough­ 
bred racing in 1959. What did 
the Aqueduct stockholders 
get? The satisfaction of a 
good job well done. Kach of 
the 20 trustees owns five $10, 
non-saleable and non-dividend 
paying shares in the New 
York Racing. Association; all 
have endorsed their certifi­ 
cates so that in the even of 
death they revert to NYRA. 
Income inns ed to discharge 
the debt and put on top-qual­ 
ity racing.
